Negro Introduces Bill 
Congress Gefs Bill to Return Blacks to Africa 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Negro congressman has pro- 
posed that the United States 
offer 
black Americans 
the 


chance to settle permanently 
in Africa through government 
financing —if they are willing 
to give up their citizenship. 


Rep. Robert Nix, a Philadel- 


phia Democrat, introduced the 
bill Thursday "on behalf of 
constituents," according to an 
aide who added, "The con- 
gressman p e r s o n a l l y dis- 
agrees with the purpose of 
it." 


The proposal is one of many 


stretching back to the found- 
ing of the Republic that would 
allow American Negroes to 
settle in Africa. None has 
ever had much success. 


Would Buy Land 


Nix's bill would have the 


United States buy land for 
each immigrant, provide free 
transportation, a house, health 
benefits and $7.000 a year 
until permanently settled. 


The stated purpose of the 


bill is to furnish development 


aid to Africa and to further 
"the interests and welfare of 
large numbers of persons of 
African descent in the United 
States who desire to repatri- 
ate and settle permanently m 
the independent African coun- 
tries."

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Mrs. Meir Tackles Job as Israel's Prime Minister 


By MARCUS ELIASON 


JERUSALEM (AP) - Dis- 


guised in Arab robes and veil, a 
matronly onetime school marm 
from Milwaukee slipped across 
Jordanian lines to persuade a 
Bedouin chief to remain neutral 
during Israel's 1948 war of inde- 
pendence. Her eloquence failed. 


But then eloquence has never 


come easily to Golda Meir, the 
70-year-old 
grandmother, 
Is- 


rael's next prime minister. 


As successor to Levi Eshkol, 


Mrs. Meir is regarded as a skill' 
ful, sometimes abrasive, politi- 
cal broker who has long wielded 
enormous 
influence in back- 


stage Israeli politics. 


Critic's Words 


"She is the headmistress at a 


political school and those who 
have been bad boys tremble as 
she grinds her ax," an Lsraeli 


political columnist once ob- 
swed. 


A kindlier critic wrote: "She 


is a living denial of the cliche 
that all diplomats are slippery* 
tongued 
prevaricators. 
Her 


speech is neither polished nor 
streamlined. It is simple and 
warm. She is heart, much heart, 
and honesty." 


And Gen. Carl von Horn, who 


headed the U.N. truce supervi- 
sion organization during her 
tenure as Israeli foreign minis- 
ter, gave this description: "She 
is a heavily built lady who 
seems to exist on a diet of ciga- 
rettes and coffee and radiates 
an aura of what I can only de- 
scribe as more guts 
than 
charm." 


Aspersions about her lack of 


feminine charm don't seem to 
faze Mrs. Meir, who wears som- 


ber shin-length dresses, shuns 
makeup and knots her gray hair 
in a tight little bill. 


"That woman b u s i n e s s 


doesn't mean anything," she 
once told an interviewer. "The 
question is one of doing a capa- 
ble job." 


In her new post, which she 


characterized only last week as 
"horrible," Mrs. Meir is expect- 
ed to carry on much the same 
as her predecessor in dealing 
with the Arabs: no withdrawal 
from occupied territory without 
face-to-face negotiations. 


"But," she said in an inter- 


view, 'if we have negotiations I 
want to see the Israeli who will 
dare to say we must not aban- 
don an inch of land. However, 
there is no point in talking about 
it right now because so far there 
is no one to negotiate with." 


Mrs. 
Meir was born Golda 


Mabovitz in Kiev, the Uk- 
raine. May 3, 1898, the daughter 
of a Jewish carpenter. Her par- 
ents brought her to the United 
States when she was 8 years 
old. She grew up in Milwaukee, 
where she attended public and 
normal schools and later taught 
fourth-grade classes. 


By the time she met her hus- 


band-to-be, Morris Myerson, she 
had become a zealous Zionist 
given to making street-corner 
speeches. The story is told that 
one condition of their marriage 
was that Myerson, a commer- 
cial artist, would take her to 
Palestine. They sailed in 1921. 


In a Jewish collective settle- 


ment in northern Palestine, she 
studted poultry raising by day 
and Hebrew and Arabic at 
night. Quickly immersing her- 


self in community council af- 
fairs she was assigned three 
years later to executive duties 
with Histadrut, the Zionist gen- 
eral federation of labor. That 
became the vehicle for her as- 
cendancy in Israeli political life. 


She represented Histadrut at 


international conferences 
and 


was a delegate to many Zionist 
world congresses. Her business 
acumen landed her an assign- 
ment from a Palestine company 
to purchase ships in Scandina- 
via for a fledgling merchant 
marine. 


Smuggles Immigrants 


Interspersed with internation- 


al 
Zionist conferences, 
she 


helped smuggle Jewish immi- 
grants into Palestine in defiance 
of a British blockade. She car- 
ried and learned how to use a 
Sten gun. 


In 1M6, she became director 


of the Jewish Agency's political 
department, then a sort of shad- 
ow foreign ministry. With the 
establishment of Israel in 1948, 
she was sent as ambassador to 
Moscow. 


In 1949-56 she was minister of 


labor, and from then until 1966 
foreign minister. She became 
secretary-general of the majori- 
ty Mapai Party in 1966, but re- 
signed last year after Mapai 
merged with the other Socialist 
factions to form the United La- 
bor Party. 


She headed Israel's U.N. dele- 


gation several times and as for- 
eign minister helped formulate 
Israel's policy of wooing emerg- 
ing African states. She was in 
charge of foreign affairs when 
Israel and West Germany estab- 
lished diplomatic ties despite a 


storm of opposition from var- 
ious Israeli quarters. 


Backs Yigal Allon 


Her political prestige plum- 


meted on the eve of the 1987 
Arab-Israeli 
war 
when sh« 


backed Yigal Allon for defense 
minister instead of Moshe Day- 
an. She says she then foresaw 
that the selection of Dayan 
would eventually lead to a bitter 
confrontation between the two 
ex-generals. 


Mrs. 
Meir's husband died in 


1951. She has a son, Menachem, 
a concert violinist, and a mar- 
ried daughter who lives in a kib- 
butz—collective settlement. 


She changed her name from 


Myerson in 1956 when Prime 
Minister 
David 
Ben-Gurion

Blast Corporate Agriculture 


MARATHON CITY-Farm or- 


ganization leaders and state and 
national legislators co-operated 
in dealing a healthy blow to 
the image of corporate farming 
in a farm rally here Saturday. 


The meeting was co-sponsor- 


ed by the Wisconsin units of 
the National Farmers Organiza- 
tion and Farmers Union. Mem- 
bers heard Sen. Gaylord Nelson 
charge that corporations do not 
produce food cheaper; that they 
seek control of food production; 
that they have no interest in a 
community, and mat by owning 
the land they can control the fu- 
ture of America. 


Nelson's convictions are a re- 


sult of hearings he conducted 
on the matter of corporations 
in fanning for the Monopoly 
Subcommittee, and he said "The 
proper family size operation 
produces the food the cheapest 
anywhere in the world. They 
(corporations) will control pro- 
duction . . . haul it to their own 
processing companies . . . and 
they will control it when they 
sell it to the consumer. It will 
not cost less, It will cost more." 


In explaining the urgency of 


conglomerates in acquiring land 
he said, "There is just so much 
land in the world. It will be 
higher five years from now, and 
still higher five years after that. 
They want control of this land. 
Suppose they lose for five years? 
They can write it off their other 
businesses." 


Land Offers 


Nelson said that in one area 


in Minnesota there were 27 real 
estate companies that had writ- 
ten offers in their offices offer- 
ing anywhere from $25 to $100 
an acre more than going prices 
for whatever land they could 
buy. Nelson noted, "Local boys 
can't buy because present farm 
prices can't make them a prof- 
it." 


"Agricultural policy is deter- 


mined by legislators in the state 
and nation who are city people," 


said Nelson. "I tell them, you 
are not subsidizing the farmer- 
he is subsidizing you. You are 
getting more for your money in 
food in this country than any 
other country in the world. Vet 
the farmer is not being reward- 
ed."

lems of hunger. The answer 
lies in the performance of a 
battery of four 70-millimeter 
cameras. 


One of the areas photo- 


graphed was the Arizona farm 
lands. Along with U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture scien- 
tists, the astronauts wanted to 
know if orbital photography 
could detect signs of drought 
and plant disease — if a 
certain field lacks vigor, to 
find out why: disease, bugs, 
drought? 


Success could mean that, 


when experiments such as 
this become operational, they 
could provide information that 
would afford farmers enough 
time to save their crops. 


Earth pictures for the Apol- 


lo 9 flight were programmed 


in part by USDA's Agricultur- 
al Research Service and For- 
est S e r v i c e . While photo- 
graphs of the earth have been 
taken before by most of the 
astronauts, no one has ever 
deliberately shot photos of 
farmland. It is hoped that the 
four cameras, operating from 
a height of 120 miles, will 
uncover different types of 
change in the terrain.

There were people who touched when 


the Town of Grand Chute Police Depart- 
ment was formed a year ago. Most of the 
part-time policemen had no law enforce- 
ment, experience. Their only equipment. 
other than a gun and handcuffs, was a 
squad car without a radio or a siren. 


There were Grand Chute businessmen 


who figured the police force was a waste of 
money. 
They, and others, said county 


police could do the same work, and more 
ably. All it involved, they ventured, was 
driving around and shining lights around 
business place-;. 


County police had done the job, and 


quite effectively. But Outagamie County is 
big. There are a lot of business places and 
many miles of highways outside Grand 
Chute. They all needed watching by a 
limited number of county policemen. 


Grand Chute policemen, during the 


year they have been working, have proven 
themselves time and again. Their mere 
presence around business places at night 
has resulted in a reduction in the number 
of burglaries in the town. Their Tuesday 
calendar in Outagamie County Court also 
shows they are providing the needed traffic 
law enforcement on town roads. They have 


provided county police with assistance at 
accidents, 
family 
disturbances, 
tavern 


brawls, and other types of investigations. 


Three recent investigations in which 


Grand Chute police played major roles are 
particularly worthy of mention. The first 
was the apprehension of a man stealing 
tires early one morning behind a West 
College Avenue business place. The second 
was the apprehension of five runaway 
Milwaukee youths in a stolen car. The third 
case involved the catching of two 18-year- 
old youths inside the Pro Shop at Butte des 
Morts Golf Club about 2-30 a.m. Feb. 15. 
Two Grand Chute policemen were the first 
officers at the scene, and in a short time 
had the two burglars at gunpoint. 


Grand Chute police are providing the 


townspeople and businessmen with a serv- 
ice that had been lacking in degree. It is 
disgraceful that the same people who are 
getting this added protection see fit to pay 
the part-time policemen only $2 per hour. 
The men also have to buy their own 
uniforms, guns, and other personal equip- 
ment.

Despite the growing sophistication of 


Americans about the achievements in space, 
exploration, some of the facts about Apollo 
9 remain amazing in their very dimensions. 


When the spaceship blasted off from 


Cape Kennedy with its huge Saturn 5 
booster, it weighed 6.483,320 pounds, some 
132 tons more than Apollo 8. But when it 
landed in the ocean yesterday its total 
weight was down to 12.955 pounds. 


Actually Apollo 9 was nine spacecrafts 


in one and only the command module was 
picked up with its three passengers and 
extensive equipment. First to go was the 
first stage of the booster which had five F-l 
engines and propellant tanks. The second 
stage of the Saturn rockei, weighing about 
a million pounds, also soon was detached 
and both sections fell into the Atlantic. 
About the same time the escape tower, a 
four ton contraption, went into the ocean. 


The Apollo 9 remnants that went into 


earth orbit weighed 297,000 pounds and 


reported to favor Mr. Allon because he has 
worked closely within the party and she is 
doubtful of Mr. Dayan's judgment. But the 
continuation of hostilities between Israel 
and the Arab nations gives Mr. Dayan a 
certain amount of influence and prestige 
because of his military background. 


Mrs. Meir's major attribute at this time

It is likely that within a 
year Israel will have another premier but 
only when Mrs. Meir comes to feel that 
disunity will not follow such a move.

The ascent and descent stages of the lunar 
module are now in earth orbit. At the time 
of re-entry into the earth's atmosphere, the 
^crvico module was cut loose and probably 
burned up in the earth's atmosphere. Only 
one per cent of the original object launched 
into space came down into the ocean to be 
retrieved.

Kraft Writes 
Choice of Mrs. Meir as Premier 
Reveals Israel's Indecisiveness

JERUSALEM — During the 


Purim festival here in Jerusa- 
lem the other day, Israeli kids 
by the thousands dressed up 
as cowboys and Indians. And 
that nostalgia for a past that 
is not quite relevant finds 
political 
espression 
in 
the 


emergence of a 70-year-old 
Jewish grandmother, Golda 
Meir, as leader of this be- 
leaguered country. 


The fact is that Israel has 


become indecisive to the point 
of paralysis about its future. 
And that indecision is now 
working to slow down the 
normal rate of political evolu- 
tion and to stretch out even 
further the dim prospects for 
a settlement between Israel 
and the Arab states. 


By the normal evolution of 


Israeli politics, this should 
have been the time of the big 
change. For 
20 years the 


country has been ruled by its 
founding fathers — the gen- 
eration that emigrated from 
Eastern Europe in the decade 
before 1914, including Prime 
Ministers David Ben-Gurion, 
Moshe Sharett, and Levi Esh- 
kol. 
TWO OBVIOUS CANDIDATES 


The founding fathers, steep- 


ed in the faith of international 
social democracy, were in- 
creasingly out of touch with a 
people that has become more 
and more oriented towards 
nationalism and private, rath- 
er than collective, achieve- 
ment. Thus it was generally 
predicted that when Eshkol's 
term as Prime Minister was 
over the 
leadership would 


finally pass to a figure who 
had not been in at the crea- 
tion. 


For that purpose two obvi- 


ous candidates had long since 
emerged. There was the glam- 
orous one-eyed defense Minis- 
ter, General Moshe Dayan. 
There was Deputy Prime Min- 
ister Yigal Allon, a former 
Minister of Labor and general 
in Israel's 1948 War of Inde- 
pendence. 


Bur Mr. Eshkol's sudden 


death 
in 
office, 
late last 


month, came in a very special 
political situation. Israel is 
now ruled by a national gov- 
ernment, dominated by a fed- 
eration of political groupings 
called the Labor Party, and 
embracing all major parties in 
the state. Elections for a new 
parliament are due next fall. 


Picking between Allon and 


Dayan w o u l d have meant 
splitting the Labor Party, to 
which both adhere, and break- 
ing up the coalition. But 
nobody wanted to approach 
the coming elections as the 
breaker of unity. There was a 
premium on superficial con- 
sensus. And rather than force 
a split, agreement was reach- 
ed on one of the last of the 
founders. Mrs. Meir was se- 
lected to be Israel's fourth 
Prime Minister. 


Once the choice was clear, 


everyone here in Jerusalem 
began saying there would be 
no difference in foreign policy. 
And this is true with respect 
toward one critical matter — 
policy towards the territories 
occupied in the six-day war. 


Under Mr. Eshkol, policy 


towards the occupied terri- 
tories featured deliberate am- 
biguity. The Prime Minister 
himself 
always 
maintained 


that most of the territory 
would be returned as part of a 
guaranteed 
settlement with 


the Arab states. 
NO HARD DECISIONS 


But in the absence of a 


settlement, various points once 
held by the Arabs have been 
settled by Israelis or more and

more integrated into the Israe- 
li economy or defense system. 
As part of their bids for future 
political leadership, Mr. Dayan 
and Mr. Allon both developed 
explicit programs for parts of 
the occupied territories that 
they do not want to hand back. 


Mrs. Meir will not abandon 


the 
deliberately ambiguous 


policy of Mr. Eshkol. Others 
may talk big about the occupi- 
ed territories. Mr. Dayan, in 
fact, set out his ideas for 
creating what he likes to call 
"facts" in the occupied terri- 


tory again last Thursday. But 
the new Prime Minister will 
hold off from, taking final, 
hard decisions about the terri- 
tories. She will keep their 
status fluid in the hope they 
can be used as counters for a 
settlement w i t h the Arab 
states. 


But 
if the possibility of 


settlement is being kept open, 
the target date is almost 
certainly deferred. For the 
basic leadership struggle has 
not been settled. Dayan and 
Allon are more than ever 
rivals in a war of the succes- 
sion. And the natural way for 
rivals to show their mettle is 
to stake out competing posi- 
tions on issues affecting Is- 
raeli security — particularly 
the occupied territory. 


Thus the emergence of Mrs. 


Meir as Prime Minister ex- 
presses a continuing Israeli 
indecision bound up with pos- 
sible terms for settlement with 
the Arabs. The indecision can 
be ended only by elections. 
Thus even if the rest of the 
world prpeares the ground for 
a settlement — which is highly 
doubtful — the Israelis will not 
be ready for final decisions 
until after the elections this 
fall.

eral, will conclude that the 
final election outcome must be 
written down as highly uncer- 
tain, indeed. 
PLUS AND MINUS 


On the face of it, the two 


nominees are plausible and 
n a t u r a l representatives of 
their parties, as men who have 
had some seasoning in the 
legislative p r o c e s s through 
service in the 
legislature. 


(Parenthetically, one may 
wonder 
why most 
of 
the 


electronic news media called 
them " v e t e r a n legislators" 
when they won their respec- 
tive nominations. Chilsen is 
serving in his second session 
of the state legislature. Obey is 
starting his fourth term, and 
seventh year. If these are 
veterans, there are dozens of 
their Madison seat-mates who 
may be called feeble old men.) 


The state has had a strong 


tradition of sending to Con- 


gress men who have trained in 
the legislature. A majority of 
the present Wisconsin (telega* 
tion illustrates this, even as 
did former Rep.

On balance, Chilsen may be

had constructed during his 
long career in the House. It 
is an axiom of politics that 
votes are not transferable. 
Thus, even if Laird intervened 
in the election, which he won't 
because of his exalted and 
sensitive position, it might not 
be noticeably effective. But 
the scores of younger and 
middle-aged men of his per- 
sonal circle are not thus 
immobilized, including those 
who were so successful 
in 


campaign fund raising that the 
former congressman rarely 
had to worry about such 
mundane matters as paying 
campaign bills. 
BALANCING FACTORS 


But there are balancing fac- 


tors. Obey is fluent on his feet, 
although that factor may not 
be as important as in other 
situations because of the im- 
mense geographical expanse 
of the district and the brevity 
of the campaign time remain- 
ing. 


Perhaps his best hope is the 


general political behavior of 
the district electorate. 


It has tended to move more 


visibly toward the Democrats 
in recent years, partly because 
of the appearance on the ballot 
of such articulate and attrac- 
tive men as Obey. Last fall, 
Republicans did poorly in the 
district in general Gov. Knpw- 
les lost 10 of the 15 counties, 
for example) although the 
durable Laird piled up the big 
majority that the district had 
been accustomed to giving 
him.

I've seen in print in a dozen 
years; it may still be extant in 
England (where words die 
harder), but 
no American 


writer has perforced for a long 
time, nor ever will again. 


Along with " p e r f o r c e , " 


which was a popular word as 
late as the turn of the century, 
we are also losing "withal." 
Meaning "as well" or "be- 
sides" or "in spite of all" or 
"nevertheless," it has gone the 
way of the whalebone corset 
and the spatterdash. Anyone 
who wrote "withal" today 
would have to follow it with 
"Twenty-three skiddoo!" 


"Whilom" is another lin- 


guistic loser, meaning "at one 
time" or "formerly." It may 
still be seen in a few British 
legal briefs, along with its 
mate, "quondam," but it is 
totally dead in other usage.

There Are Few Sure Signs 
For Spotting Drug Addicts

How do you know that 


someone is taking mind-af- 
fecting drugs? 


Often there are 
telltale 


signs. But authorities warn 
that anyone making himself a 
self-appointed, suspicious de- 
tective faces pitfalls in inter- 
preting such signs as sure 
indications of drug use or 
abuse. 


One reason is that other 


drugs, prescribed for medical 
conditions, can produce the 
same signs or effects. The 
suspected "drug taker" may 
actually be ill, or injured. 


Another reason is that a 


person's b e h a v i o r — if he 
seems depressed or lethargic, 
or gay and outgoing—may be 
only a purely emotional reac- 
tion to some experience or 
news that made him feel 
moody or excited. 


One general sign of drug 


abuse or dependence can be a 
break in the usual pattern of 
a person's life. But such a 
switch in interests and behav- 
ior can also stem from other 
causes, 
particularly 
during 


adolescent years with their 
customary and rather natural 
roller-coaster swings from en- 
thusiasm to depression. 


Use of marijuana is difficult 


to detect. 


The person using it fre- 


quently may have reddened 
eyes and dilated pupils. But 
the redness of the eyes can 
also be caused by conjuncti- 
vitis or "pink eye" infection. 


Using Marijuana 


In early stages of using 


marijuana, the person may be 
stimulated and very animat- 
ed, or behave in a silly 
fashion. Later on, he may 
seem sleepy or stuporous. 


Marijuana has a characteris- 


tic acrid odor, like burned 
alfalfa or rope, that may cling 
to clothing for a few hours. 


There are no blood or urine 


tests to detect marijuana, or 
LSD. 


Drug authorities estimate 


that pot smoking is going up 
among high school students, 
but they have no reliable 
figures. In 
some schools, 


marijuana is becoming quite 
popular, says Dr. Henry Brill, 
former vice-chairman of the 
Narcotics Addiction Control 
Commission of New York 
State. 


"But, like sex, there may be 


a lot of boasting talk about 
marijuana rather than actual 
indulgence in it," he says.

legs. 
These 
r e q u i r e two 


cleaners. Put them through the 
hole in the spool and bend down 
ore end of each to form Die 
front, legs and the other ends to 
form the hind legs (figure 1). If 
the legs are a trifle too long for 
the body, clip them off with 
scissors, b u t 
allow enough 


length to form the paws and 
shape the legs. 


Use another cleaner for the 


dog's head as in figure 2. Make 


two small loops close to each 
other 
at 
the center 
of the 


cleaner. These will be the cars. 
Bend the cleaner to form the 
head and wind it around itself, 
allowing enough to remain at 
each end of the cleaner to serve 
as the dog's neck. Wrap one end 
of the fourth cleaner around the 
neck to give it thickness. The 
other end of this cleaner should 
be passed through the spool so 
it projects at. the opposite end, 
making the dog's tail. 


With the three cleaners now 


in the spool, the head and legs 
should fit tightly enough. If not, 
stuff in a bit of cotton to fill the^ 
spare space. 


Spots can be made on the dog 


with ink. His nose, mouth andj 
eyes are also marked with ink. 
A narrow strip of felt glued 
around his neck wili be a collar.
